I joined ICCR library in December 1958 after serving in Delhi 
College Library from 1952-58 (Presently known as Zakir Husain 
College) 

I have been in touch from the very beginning with Oriental 
Languages, and my interest has remained intact with all these 
languages. 

Before my super-annuation in December 1993,1 had already 
started jotting down some notes relating to the manuscripts donated 
by the Hon'ble Maulana Azad, First Education Minister of India, to 
the ICCR Library (1947-58). They numbered around 150, and during 
the last 10 years, some more were added and the number rose to 
192, of these 46 are in Arabic, 134 in Persian, 12 in Urdu, making a 
total 192 manuscripts.
